For almost half a year Madrid 


has been the focus of all the mil- 


itary activity of the insurgents. 
In his unsuccessful battles for 
Madrid, General Franco has 
wasted the best of his cadres. 
Here were “disarrayed” the reg- 
ular Moroccan detachments and 
the adventurers of the Foreign 
Legion; here the German, and 
especially the Italian interven- 
tionists received a ruthless blow. 

The interventionists and the in- 
surgents, as is well known, at- 
tempted to attack Madrid from 
every possible direction but have, 
to their disgrace, been repulsed 
by the republicans [Loyalists.) 
Time has favored the republicans. 
Every additional day that pro- 
tracted the war altered the cor- 
relation of forces in favor of the 
republicans. Meanwhile, the dis- 
cipline, growing coordination, re- 
sistance under fire and military- 
technical skill of the republican 
troops has been growing. They 
are growing quantitatively and 
increasing their technical equip- 
ment. At the same time, the con- 
fidence in victory of the shock - 
troops of the interventionists and 
insurgents is diminishing daily. 
They are decaying morally, dis- 
cipline is slackening, and the 
cases of desertion and voluntary 
submission to capture are grow- 
ing in number. 

In addition, the attack condi- 
tions are becoming increasingly 
difficult for the insurgents. The 
Madrid front (Escorial, Madrid, 
Aranjuez and points further 
south), only recently an intermit- 
tent line, has now become a solid 
fighting wall of the trench type, 
unbroken and with noopen flanks. 
‘To successfully break through 
such a front over a wide area, 
it is necessary at this point to 
have strong forces, and above all 
a powerful artillery, richly equip- 
ped with projectiles, and many 
tank facilities. Such forces and 
facilities the Fascists so far do 
not command. They are forced 
to lead the attack on very nar- . 
row fronts (10-15 kms.) which 
cannot yield any appreciable mil- 
itary effect, for a “hole” of this 
kind can be easily plugged. At 
the same time they are forced to 
direct their efforts to the less 
defended areas of the vast front. 
That is why the interventionists 
And insurgents. following the de- 
feat. at Guadalajara, are shifting 
their operative efforts to the 
northern front.

On 
April 2 they pushed the Basques 
back over to the Ochandiano- 
Ubieda front, where furious fight- 
ing was resumed. 

Here the insurgents ‘suffered 
great losses and their shock 
troops exhausted their offensive 
capacity. Omy the arrival of new 
reserves from the Aragon front 
(about 5,000 men) enabled the 
insurgents to resume their furi- 
ous attacks, as a result of which 
they pushed the republicans from 
Ochandiano and Ubieda to the 
mountain passes north of these 
points.. The extent of the insur- 
gent advance, as a result of a 
five-day fight, was 8-10 kilo- 
metres. On April 6, the insur- 
gents began to attack the moun- 
tain passes, striving to gain a 
foothold close to Bilbao (Duran- 
go, Dima, Villiaro). The repub- 
licans succeeded in retaining the 
commanding heights (Gorbea, 
Urciola, Ambota), situated at 
both flanks of the insurgents’ 
broken line. Simultaneously, the 
republicans took measures to im- 
prove their aviation corps on the 
northern front, which limited ‘the 
‘Insurgents’ air activities, hereto- 
fore carried on with impunity, 


ALL DRIVES REPULSED 


Toward April 9-11 the fichting 
began to slow down to the east 
and south of Bilbao (Marquina, 
Eibar, Elorrio—the heights of Ur- 
ciola and Gorbea).

The southern front. in spite of 
its remoteness from the basic re- 
publican centers, at a certain 
stage of development of military 
activity, must nevertheless play 
an important role. The position 
of the republicans on the Estre- 
madura and Cordoba fronts, 
shifted westward; enables them, 
by advancing westward in the di- 
rection of Badajoz or southwest- 
ward from Pozoblanco to Seville, 
to split the insurgent front into 
two parts.

THE CORDOBA SECTOR 


The Cordoba sector is sur- 
rounded by the republicans from 
the northwest. Obstinate fight- 
ing broke out at Penarroya (lead- 
zine. mines) and at Espiel April 
4-6. The mountainous character 
of the terrain greatly impeded 
the progress of the attack. On 
its left flank, at Villaharta, the 
republicans in the battles of April 
5-6 dealt the insurgents a seri- 
ous blow. (Insurgent losses—al- 
most 1,000 men, 60 machine guns, 
3 tanks and 13 guns.) Crossing 
the Guadalbarbo River (20- 25 
km. northwest of Cordoba), they 
seized the Calatraveno mountain 
pass and threatened to surround 
the Pozoblanco-Cordoba section 
of the enemy. As a result of this 
clash, the insurgent troops were | 
demoralized, and only the arrival 
of new reinforcements (about 
8,000 men from Cordoba, Andu- 
jar, Granada, Malaga, Seville and 
even from the distant Burgos) 
enabled the fascists to delay 
somewhat the progress of the re- 
publicans on the Cordoba front.

KEPT IN DARK 


The girls, who had been inmates 
of the asylum for five to 30 years, 
didn’t know the mistress who was 
catching them and the mistresses 
didn't know the girls.

It was a “nightmarish scheme,“ 
says Dr. Kanner.

“We had to fight the most pow-

Over- 
time will be paid at the rate of 
time and one fourth. During two 
months of the year, the shops will 
be allowed a 45-hour week, before 
paying overtime. The agreement re- 
duced hours by as much as 20 in 
some shops, and doubled the be- 
ginner’s wage in many instances 
The new scale for mechanics gives 
minimum wages of from $22 to 
$29.50 a week. It guarantees no 
strikes, lockouts or stoppages dur- 
ing the year’s life of the contract.

These Actions Speak 
Louder Than Words
